Is a graduate aining engineer, a feraer Officer 
in the Russian imperial Amy, and that he was 
Chief of the Counter-Intelligence Division, 
Russlsn Dqperlal Amy, from 1918-1920. 

B&RATOPF stated that he has teen the director of 
self -organised and personally flnaneed "Intelli- 
gence Unit" frea 1945 to 1951 In Europe . 

BABAKVf olalas that his "Intelligence Unit" 
which oonslated of six persons during the 
period 1945-1951, has teen conducting a. 
syotesatlo observation of an extensive Soviet 
intelligence organisation in Europe, whose main 
efforts were directed against the eraed foroes 
of the U.S. BARAKSF claims that the Oeerglan 
Delegation at the International Red Cress, 

Geneva, Switzerland, is being used ae a cover 
for Soviet intelligence operations. BAKATQFF 
olalas IVAN SHAISHVHJ Is an BOB Agent and • 
that he le head of the oeerglan D e lega tion at 
Geneva, Switzerland throve which TJKVD Agents 
are sent to the various parts of the world. 
BARATQFP olalas that MIEHAEL S ABM is the 
chief organisational director of all Soviet 
civilian espionage in Europe, and that his 
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Soviet principal 1 b IVAN SHAISHVILI . BARATOPP also 
Ol&lma that MKHAEL RADIJ Is the Soviet principal of 
E. ENGELCHAUPT and MICHAEL ALSHIBAUA. BARATOPP 
further olalas that HUEHAIL KURAKIN, an attorney 
reeldlng at Bern, Switserland, 1 b thB Soviet principal 
of BARON OEQROIE NIKOLAEVICH VRANGEL and LEONID 
VASILIE-DASHKOV, both of whom reportedly reside in 
Hamburg, Qernany. BARATOPP claims that CARL DUIKEITH, 
Hamburg, Germany, Is a member of his "Intelligence 
Unit" and that NINA KIEODSB, now deceased, was a 
member of hia "intelligence Unit" from 19&5 to 1951. 
BARATOPP stated that- he has official documents hidden 
in Germany Which will substantiate his allegations 
that persons mentioned by him ore Soviet Agents 
operating In Europe .

NIKOLAUS GEORGIEVICH BARATO FP, 556 West 140th Street, 
Apartment 22, Hem York City, was interviewed on October 29, 3 0; 
November 5» 13, 19> 26; December 5/ 1951 end February 3, 1952 
by SAS MICHAEL 0. LEONARD and JOSEPH J. PALOOTA. These inter- 
views were conducted in the Russian language, inasmuch as 
BARATOFP is unabl e to speak English. The background information 
on NIKOLAUS GEORGIEVICH BARATOFP, as indicated henoeforth, was 
obtained from the records of the Immigration and Naturalisation 
Service, New York City. 

A. BACKGROUND INFORMATION ON NIKOLAUS GEORGIEVICH BARATQEF 
1. Cltlsenehlp 

Records of the Immigration end Naturalisation Service, 
70 Co lumb us Avenue, New York City, ref looted that NIKOLAUS 
GEORGIEVICH BARATOFP submitted an application for on Immigration 
Visa and Alien Registration dated June 18, 1951* In this appli- 
cation BARATOFP stated that he was born on June 18, 1895 in 
Petrograd, Russia, and that his parents, GEORGE BARATOFP end 
ANNA BARATOFP, nee LASSEN, both deoeased, were also born in 
Russia. 



The Immigration records further refloat that Prince 
NIKOLAUS GEORGIEVICH BARATOFP arrived in the United States at 
the port of New York on August 24, 1951 aboard the 8S General 
R. M. Blatohford as a displaced person This record further 
indicated that NIKOLAUS BARATOFP departed for the United states 
from Bremerhaven, Germany, and that his transportation to the 
United States was paid for by the international Refuges Organ- 
ization. 

2. Education 

Records of the Immigration and Naturalisation Servioe, 
New York City, further reflect in the above application that 
NIKOLAUS BARATOFP indicated that he speaks Russian, Turkish, 

Persian and German . BARATOFP indicated that his education 
oonslBted of three years of private lessons, eight years of cadet 
sohool, two years of military sohool, and five years at a university, 
all in Russia BARATOFP further Indicated that he is by pro- 
fession a mining engineer . 
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NIKOLAUS GEORGIEVICH BARATOFF, When Interviewed by 
Agents of the New York Office, stated that he is a graduate 
mining engineer, a former officer in the Russian Imperial 
Army, and that he was chief of- the Counter-Intelligence Division 
under General ERDELI of the Russian imperial Army from 1918 - 
1920.

Reoerds of the Immigration and Naturalisation Service, 
New York City, further reflect that Prince NIKOLAUS BARATOFF, 
in bis application for an Immigration Visa and Allen Registration 
dated June 18, 1951 stated that he was then residing at 10 
Eppendorferbaum, Hamburg, Oermany, and that he had previously

BARATOFF advised that upon arriving in the United 
States on August 24, 1951 he went to reside with his son OLEG 
BARATOFP at 127 South Broadway, Nyaok, Mew York BARATOFP 
stated that he and his son resided at the above address until 
September 1, 1951, at whloh time they moved to their current 
address at 556 West 140th Street, Apartment 22, New York City. 



4 Marital status 



The reoerds of the Iranigratlon end Naturalisation 
Service, New York City, also contained a personal history state- 
ment signed by NIKOLAUS BARATOFF, dated June 13, 1951 at Wentorf, 
Germany. In this statement BARATOFP advised that he was married 
to HARIAyKALUJKA on March 28, 1921 at Constantinople, Turkey, 
and that she was killed by the NKVD (Russian Seoret Polloe) at 
Stetten, Oermany, in 1945. ,

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BARATOFP further stated In ^hia statement that he 
subsequently married OLQ^JDETTMER, netf'NICOLAE, on June 6, 

1946 at Hamburg, Germany, but that this marriage was dissolved 
on September 30, 1949. 

NIKOLAUS GEORGIEVICH BARATOFP, When interviewed, 
in addition to the above information regarding his marriages, 
stated that his first wife, MARIA EALHOCA, was killed by a 
member of the Russian Seoret Police at Stetten, Germany on 
August 27 , 1945 because of his activities as former chief of the 
Counter-intelligence Division in the Russian imperial Army and 
because of his then current anti-Soviet activities. 

BARATOFP further stated that he obtained a divorce 
from his second wife, OLGA DETTMKH, on September 30 , 1949 at 
Hamburg, Germany. 



The personal history statement signed by NIKOLAUS 
BARATOFP contained In the records of the Dasnigration and 
Naturalisation Service, New York City, further reflects that 
BARATOFP, from 1984 to 1938 , was employed as a mining engineer 
at Teheran, Persia, and that in 193 B he left Persia and went 
to Constantinople, Turkey, where he resided until he went to 
Marsollles, Prance in 1940 . BARATOFP further indicated that 
he worked In Marseilles, Prance as a longshoreman for a chert 
period in 1940, and that he also worked am an automobile 
mechanic in Paris, Prance during the same year. He stated that 
subsequently. In about the middle of 1940, he left Paris, Fran®, 
and went to join his cousin who owned a farm at Roskilde, 

Denmark, where ho resided until 1945. 

BARATOFP then, according to his statement, In the 
early part of 1945, was forced to report by the German military 
authorities to the German "Arbeltsamt" In Copenhagen, Denmark, 
from where he was ordered to go to Berlin, Germany, where he 
received employment as an inspector of the Geological institute 
in Berlin.

BARATOFP stated that In April 1945 he left Berlin, j 

Germany, and moved to Austria, where he entered the displaced 1 

persons camp at Salzburg, Austria. He claimed that in May 1945 1

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he traveled to Brussels, Belgium, and resided there until 
September 1945# at Which time he moved to Hamburg# Germany# 
where he resided until hiB transfer to the Displaced Persons 
Transit camp at Wentrof # Oermany. 



In addition to the above Information# the records 
of the immigration and Naturalisation Service, New York City, 
also contain a certificate of character dated ootober 20# 1949 
on Prince NIKOLAUS BARATOFF, which states that BARATOFF had 
served as a Captain in the "Dragoons" of the Russian Army 
during the 1914-1918 war . This certificate further states that 
as for as can be ascertained# Prince NIKOLAUS BARATOFF has never 
been eonvloted of a crime, and that his political view are 
negligible; This certificate was signed by an officer of a 
displaced persons branch (place not indicated) . 



NIKOLAUS GEORGIEVICH BARATOFF advised on December 12# 
1951 that he had been employed by the New York Lumber and Panel 
Company, Ino.# 629 Nest 51st street# New York City# as a truck 
loader for about seven days during Deoeober 1951# but that he 
had quit this employment because of his ailing heart condition. 



BARATOFF advised that his Social Security Hisaber is

BARATOFF subsequently advised on February 3# 1952 
that he had boon employed as a carpenter at the Wheeler Yacht 
Company# Bronx# New York# for the past several weeks . On 
February 14# 1952 BARATOFF stated that he was still employed 
by the Wheeler Yacht Company, Bronx, New York# and that clnoe 
he arrived In the United States he has not been employed by 
any other organization except those Indicated above. BARATOFF 
stated# however# that when he first arrived In the United States 
he was occasionally employed by private individuals as a 000k 
for several dayB.

B. PERSONS NIKOLAUS GEORGIEVICH BARATOFF CLAIMS 
ARE SOVIET AGENTS OPERATING IN EUROPE UNDER 
IVAN SHAISHVILI _________ 



BARATOFF oloims that through the efforts of the 
members" of hie self -established "Intelligence Unit” in Europe 
from May 1945 until August 1951, and in ease instances as early 
os 1943 , he hod learned that a Soviet intelligence apparatus 
was operating in Geneva, Switzerland and Hamburg, Oermany. He 
claims that the main efforts of this Soviet intelligence 
apparatus was directed against the armed forces of the United 
StateB during the above period and that most likely the above 
Soviet apparatus Is still operating. BARATOFF claims that the 
members of his "Intelligence Unit" have furnished him documentary 
proof that the following persons are NKVD Agents (Soviet Secret 
Polioo) and Bombers of the above Soviet intelligence apparatus. 
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1. IVAN SHAISHVILI 

NIKOUUS GEORGIEVICH BARATOFF stated that the head- 
quarters of the International Red Cross are located In Geneva, 
Switzerland. He claims that the Soviet Union does not belong 
to the International Red Cross, but that the Republic of Georgia, 
Russia, does have a delegation there . BARATOFF said that this 
Georgian Delegation at Qeneva, Switzerland is in charge ®f one v 
IVAN SHAISHVILI, an NEVD Agent. BARATOPP claims that this 
Georgian Delegation Is financed by the Red Cross of the Soviet 
Union and that through the efforts of IVAN SHAISHVILI the 
Georgian Delegation is being used as a front to send Soviet 
Agents throughout the world. 



BARATOFF stated that when the NEVD desires to send an 
NEVD oivlllan agent to a oountry outside of Europe, they send 
that individual to IVAN SHAISHVILI In Geneva, Switzerland, who 
in turn obtains an identification card for that individual 
from the International Red Cross. BARATOFF Bald that after 
the identification card is obtained from the International Red 
Cross, the NEVD Agent is then able to obtain a passport and 
proceed to his oountry of assignment. 



BARATOFF stated that the NEVD Agents which pass through 
Qeneva, Switzerland and obtain identification cords Area the 
International Red Cross are primarily engaged in obtaining 
military Information for the Soviet union throughout the world. 




BARATOFF further advised that BVGENI^EEGBTCHEORI, the 
80 -oalled head of the Georgian Government in Exile in Faria, 
France, has no authority over the Georgian Delegation at the 
International Red Cross, end doubts whether QEGETOHEOKI is 
aware that a Georgian Delegation is attached to the International 
Red Cross in Geneva, Switzerland BARATOFF said that 
GEOETGHEORI is the head of the minority group of the former 
Republic of Oeorgia, Russia . 



BARATOFF advised that he hod never seen IVAN &JAISHVILI 
and therefore was unable to furnish any further information con- 
cerning SHAISHVILI. BARATOFF further advised that IVAN 
SHAISHVILI is the Soviet principal of one MKHABL EADIJ, who also, 
aooordlng to BARATOFF, le on NEVD Agent 
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2 KIKHm. KADIJ, ga. MUdrael Kedlft 

NIKOLAUS GEORGIEVICH BARATOFF advised that MKHAEL 
KADIJ, also known as Mikhael Kedla, resides in Geneva, Switzer- 
land (address unknown) end that KADIJ is the Chief Organi- 
zational Director of all soviet oi Villen espionage in Europe. 
BARATOFF said that MIKHAEL KADIJ, during World War II, worked 
for one E, SNQSLCHAOPT, a masher of the German Gestapo in 
Germany BARATOFF stated that he had heard that KADIJ, at the 
time he was working for the German oestepo, was in reality 
working as an agent for the Soviets. BARATOFF said that MIKHAEL 
KADIJ remained in Berlin, Germany until about two months before 
the oapitulation of Germany in 1945 and then fled to Geneva, . 
Switzerland. 

BARATOFF stated that one of the members of his "In- 
telligence Unit" learned in 1950 that MICHAEL KADIJ, on 
instructions from IVAN SHAISKVILI, node a trip from Geneva, 
Switzerland to the Soviet Zone in Berlin, Germany. He said 
that While in the Soviet Zone of Berlin, MIKHAEL KADIJ visited 
the headquarters of the soviet Command in charge of the Soviet 
Oooupatlon Zone. 



BARATOFF stated that MIKHAEL KADIJ was a member or 
officer of the Georgian Association in Germany during World War 
IX. BARATOFF said that MIKHAEL KADIJ is the Soviet superior 
of one MICHAEL ALSHIBAUA and B. BHOELDHAUPT. BARATOFF stated 
that E, EWGBLSHAUPT is currently residing in Geneve, Switzerland 
end that MICHAEL ALSHIBAUA is currently residing In Munich, 
Oermany.

HIKQLAUS OEOROXEVIGH BARATOFF advised that E, 
EHGELCHAUPT resides in Geneva, Switzerland (exact address un- 
known), and that EHGELCHAUPT is the Director of Soviet In- 
telligence activities in Munich and Hamburg, Germany, BARATOFF 
said that during World War II B, BH QBLCH AUPT worked fer the 
German Gestapo in Germany and that HXEBAEL EADIJ also worked 
for the German Gestapo during that period under B, EHGELCHAUPT, 

BARATOFF stated that the Soviet Agents working 
directly for B. EHGELCHAUPT ere not sent to him by the HEVD, but 
that EHGELCHAUPT selects his own personnel w hose background end 
reliability are subsequently checked by the MKVD. 

BARATOFF stated that he had never seen B. EHGELCHAUPT 
and therefore ms unable to furnish a physical description ef 
ENOELCHAUPTy 

4, MICHABLALSgUlftOA 

NIEOUUS GEORGIEVICH BARATOFF advised that MICHAEL 
ALSHIBAUA In 1944 ms working fer MISHAEL EADIJ when EADIJ was 
working for the German Gestapo in Germany. BAHATQFP stated 
that MICHAEL ALSHIBAUA is currently residing in Munich, Germany, 
and that ALSHIBAUA la on the payroll of the ffidfced States Counter- 
Intelligence Corps as a source of inf ©mat ion. BARATOFF stated 
that the united States Army Counter-Intelligence Corps has set 
up MICHAEL ALSKIBAPA with a cover company tanown as the "Auto 
Transfer Company" in Munich, Germany, and that he continues to 
furnish information to CIO. 

BARATOFF stated, however, that in reality MICHAEL 
ALSHIBAUA is a Soviet Agent, end that his Soviet principal is 
MIKHAEL EADIJ in Geneva, Switzerland. BARATOFF stated that he 
has documentary proof whloh will substantiate the fact that 
ALSHIBAUA is furnishing EADIJ intelligence information. 
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BARATOFP stated that MICHAEL ALSHIBAUA has a brother- 
in-law who la a doctor, who reportedly arrived In the United 
States about one year ago . BARATOFP believes that MICHAEL 
ALSHIBAUA'S brother-in-law • s nans la / KAGAUSHIVILI - 

BARATOFP further advised that MICHAEL ALSHIBAUA, 
together with about thirty other persons, mi accused end 
brought to trial In Berlin, Germany in 1945 for collaborating 
with the German Gestapo during World War II. BARATOFP claims 
that MICHAEL ALSHIBAUA end the other persons who were brought 
to trial were defended by an attorney named MIKHAIL KURAKIN, 
who, according to BARATOFP, Is a soviet Agent now residing In 
'Bern, Switzerland.

NIKOLAUS GEORGIEVICH BARATOFP stated that in addition 
to the information regarding the Soviet intelligence apparatus 
operating under IVAN SHAI3KVILI in Geneva, Switzerland, he has 
documentary proof that the following persons are members of the 
Soviet Secret Polloe or are engaged In seeret work for the 
Soviets in Europe. BARATOFP stated that he does not reoall all 
of the pertinent information regarding these individuals, 
although the documents he has hidden in Germany will fully reveal

NIKOLAUS GEORGIEVICH BARATOFF advised that one MIKHAIL 
KURAKIN, who resides in Bern, Switzerland (exact address un- 
known) is a Soviet Agent . BARATOFF stated that KURAKIN Is 
an attorney by profession and works as a consultant to the 
Soviet Embassy in Geneva, Switzerland . 

BARATOFF claims that in 19^5 about thirty persons 
were accused end brought to trial in Berlin, Germany, for 
collaborating with the Oerman Gestapo during World tier n. He 
claimed that KXKHAXL KURAKIN defended these persons at their 
trial, all of whom subsequently were acquitted of the charges 
against than. 

BARATOFF was unable to furnish any further information 
regarding MIKHAIL KURAKIN end stated that he had never seen 
KURAKIN and therefore was unable to furnish & pbysloal description 
of him. y/

NIKOLAUS GEORGIEVICH BARATOFF stated that he WAS told 
and subsequently had obtained information from NCSA KIKOD&B 
(member of BARATOFF' S "Intelligence Unit") prior to her death 
in 1951 that BARON GEORGIE NIEOIAHVICH VRANGEL was a Soviet 
Agent and that his Soviet superior was RIEHAXL KURAKIN. BARATOFF 
stated that MIKHAIL KURAKIN la VRANGEL'S cousin, and that VRANGEL 
had personally advised BARATOFF that he, VRANGEL, had been 
furnishing information to KURAKIN. BARATOFF stated that VRANGEL 
also had told him that he, VRANGEL, had been paid by. KURAKIN 
several thousand marks for hie servloes. 

BARATOFF stated that VRANGEL, his wife and child, up 
to the latter part of 1951, were residing In Hamburg, Germany 
(exact address unknown) . He said that VRANGEL'S son was 111 In 
about June er July 1951 and that VRANGEL'S wife and ohlld were 
permitted to go to Switzerland for treatment. 
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BARATOFP furnished the following description of

VASIUE-DASHKOV currently resides In Hamburg, Germany (exact 
address unknown) end that VA8HIB-DASHK0V Is engeged In secret 
work for the Soviets. BARATOFP stated that VASUIE-DASMOV'S 
Soviet si^erlor Is MIKHAIL KURAKIN In Bern, Swltsarland, but 
that VASILEE-DASHKQV sends his information directly to on 
NKVD oontaot In Berlin, Germany. 

BARATOFP claims that LEONID VASXUE-BASHKOV resided 
in Berlin, Germany at the end of World War II, end that at that 
time acted as an Interpreter for the Soviet military authorities 
there. EARATOFF claims that while acting as on interpreter 
for the Soviet military authorities VASIUE-DASHKOV was also 
Informing the Soviets of the whereabouts and activities of 
former White Russian of fleers. 

BARATOFP furnished the following description of

HIB0LAUS OEOROIBVICB BARATOFF advised that ha has been 
tbs d irector of an Individual personally-organised intelligence 
and counter intelligence group In Europe which, from the tine of the 
capitulation of Germany in World tar II until August, 1951* has bssn 
conducting cl systematic observation of an extensive Soviet intelll- 
gencs apparatus, Whose main efforts has been dire 0 ted against the 
Armed Forces of tbs United States, BARATOFF stated that one of 
his co-workers has besn auooeasful in infiltrating tbs above Soviet 
intelligence apparatus end thus hasbeen able to provide him with 
Information of a highly classified nature, BABA TO Fr stated that 
his group sad the entire "intelllgenoe unit” has been financed by 
his own personal funds, but due to tbs fact that he bad imi grated 
to the United States* it has been impracticable for him to continue 
dlreotlng the work of his "intelligence unit" beoause of the great 
distance involved, nevertheless, SAHA TOFF stated that his "intelll- 
genoe unit" is continuing its work in observing tbs activities of 
the Soviet intelligence apparatus in iurope, 

BARATOFF s Uted that, when ho left Russia in the early 
nineteen twenties, he had a large nuabor of diamonds end other 
pveolous atones, some of wbloh were given to him by his parents. 

He said that since 194.3 he has been selling these diamonds end stones 
to finance his "Intelligence unit", Be said that he had not reoeived 
any funds from eny outside sour 00 to assist him in financing his 
"intelligence unit". BARA.10FF stated that hie "intelllgenoe unit" 
consisted of six persons* who reside in various countries in Europe, 
and none of the members of his group know the Identity of the other 
members or what Information is being furnished to him,

BAhATOR* stated that he again mat CARL DULKEITH in 
Hamburg* Germany in November, 1945 » at which time they discussed 
the aotlvltles end whereabouts of E, ERGELCHAUPT, BARATOFP stated 
that DULKEITH at that tine told him that be bed heard E. EHQJELCHAUPT 
ues working as a Soviet agent end was residing in Geneva, Switzerland. 
BAMTOPP said that subsequently, in the latter part of 194® or early 
1949* CARL IULKEITH told him that he had reoeived a letter from B, 
EHGBLCHAUPT offering DULKEITH a job along the earn lines they both 
were engaged in during Uorld W<*r II* 

BARA TOFF said that at that time both he end CARL 
DULKEITH do sired to know eseotly wb&t type of work BJOELCHi.BPT 
wsa engaged In* so they composed a letter to EM GELCHATJPT, in which 
DULKEITH stated that he did not wish to work for the "dirty Americans 
or Englishmen"* BARA10FF stated that he end DULKEITH composed this 
letter with the Imps that if BBOBLCUAUPT was working as on agent for 
the Soviets* he would offer DULKEITH a position to work for him. 
Aooorulngly, BARATOF/ stated that several weeks later EHGELCHADPX's 
mother* who resides In Muni oh, Germany* delivered a personal letter 
to DULKEIOH In Hamburg, Germany from B. EHGBLCHAUPT* BARA TOFF 
sold that ERGBLCB&UfZ bod stated in this letter that the job being 
offered to DULKEITH consisted of working for the Soviets and if 
be accepts the job EHGBLCHAUPT requested DULKEITH to meet him at 
a designated date* time end place in Zurich , Switterltmd* 

BA BA TOFF said that he convinced DULKEITH to accept the 
Job offered him by EHGELCHAUPT and he, BARA TOFF, financed DULEElTH's 
trip to meet ENGELCHaUPX in. Enrich* Swltserland* BARA TOFF said 
that arrangements were also made at that t lae with CARL DULKEITH* 
whereby DULKEITH would furnish BARA TOP? all information coming to 
his attention regarding EHGELQliAUFX's associates and activities, 

BARA TOFF said that accordingly DULKEITH vent to JAurioh, 
Switzerland At the time specified and met EHGELOEAUPT* He said 
that EHGBLCHAUPT at that time again told DULKEITH that he vae working 
for the Soviets and advised DULKEITH what his job was to be in the 
apparatus. BARA TOP? said that EBGBLOHAUPT wanted CARL HJLKEI1H to 
work for him as on agent In Hamburg* Germany with the Communist 
Party underground to obtain Information regarding various anti- 
communist groups and also to report the aotlvltles of certain 
individuals in the Hamburg area to EHQKLOHAUPT# 
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BARATOFF said that DULKbllB accepted the job 
offered to him by EHOELGBAUPT and that since early 194-9 to the 
present tine DULKBI1H has been furnishing Information to 
ENGELCHsUPT, BARA TOFF olalns that CARL UJLKii’ITH receives three 
hundred marks a month from EH OELCHAUPT tor his work, but claims 
that most of the information fumlahed by DULKEITH to ihOEIiCHaDPT, 
where possible* Is fictitious*

NIKOLAUS GEORGIEVICH BARA TOP? further advised that 
another so- roe of his Information in Europe was one HIHA KXEODEE* 
also known as NINA SCHAKE WITCH, who about six months ago cowaitted 
suloide b i taking poison in Munich, Germany, BAM 10FF oleins that 
he and NINA KIKODSK were childhood friends and that NIVA CXKODSE 
from 1943 until her death in June, 1951 had been the mis tree* of 
MIKHAEL KAblJ, deoorlbed previously by BARAWFF as currently being 
the Chief Organisational Director of all Soviot civilian espionage 
In Europe, 



BARA'JCOFF stated that NINA KIKODSK was born in 
Tiff lie, Georgia, ftu.ela In about 1914* he a aid that NINA KIKOLSE 
was educated In Russia end clul as that she told him that she had 
received a university education in Russia, BAhATOlP stated that 
NINA KIKOILk was a Journalist In Russia end that she left Russia 
In early 1940 reportedly for Wars aw, Poland, idler* ehe supposedly 
resided with a Polish a ray Officer, He said that NINA KIK0D3E 
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worked for a abort while with the Polish Intelligence Service prior 
to and during the beginning of World War II* BAliA'iOFF claims that 
HINA KIKODSli went to Berlin* Germany in 1943* where ohe be o awe 
miatreas to MIKHAJSL KALIJ, who was then employed by the Oeroan 
Gestapo. BAnATOFF said that NINA KIKODSS remained In Berlin* Germany 
for about two months after the capitulation of Germany and then went 
to Salsburg* Germany, where she resided until 1948* at which tics 
she Wv.nt to Munich* Germany. He said that NINA KIKODSB* after 
moving to Munich* Germany In 1948* maintained a permanent residence 
there until her death in June* 1951* but during that porlod she was 
closely , associated, with MIKHAEL KAhU and made many trips to Geneva, 
Switzerland to soe KADIJ and IV SHAISHVlhl. the Soviet superior of 
SADIJ, 

BAha'iOFl* olaima that NINA KIKOHSE attended seme 
institution in Munich, Germany during 1947 - 1949* Vhere she studied 
the Kngllah language end during 1948 - 1949 she waa periodically 
treated In the nmopioan hospital in Bad Reiohenohal* Germany* for 
venereal diseases* 

BAh/TOFF olaims that HINA iCIKODSEp during the time she 
was mistress to MIKHAl'L KALIJ , had access to all secret documents 
in KABIJ's possession and that she stole or photographed a great 
number of these documents, which she subsequently furnished to 
BAJtAXOFP. M.1j ilUFF said that shortly after NINA KIXODSB eosmenced 
furnlahlnt, bi»n with Information regarding MIKHAEL ODI J, he pur- 
chased for her use a small Belgium camera and that she used this 
camera to photograph the abov. -nantioned documsnta in KAL'IJ’a 
possession. 

B/.HAXOFF claims that NINA KIKOXiSE, through her 
association with HIKHAKL KAI/IJ, became acquainted With IVAB 
BHAIBKVILI, who he claims Is the Soviet superior of MIKHABL KADIJ, 
RAhfiXOFF said that subsequently NINA KlitODSE beoame a trusted friend 
of IVitN SlLAIShVILI and on many occasions was lex't alone in the 
office or home of SllAIUiVILI* during which time she had aocess to 
oonfloentlal and secret documents* which were in the possession of 
SBAIbHVIGX. 

BAiAlOFF claims that 1JIN/ KIKODSE had stolen or 
photographed numerous secret documents dealing with Soviet Intelli- 
gence matters* which ware in fUAISiiVlil's possession, and that Bhe 
had turned over ull of Lhe avouments obtained by har to him. Ho 
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said that the documents HIN» KIKODSE had obtained from MI&HAEL 
KADI J end IV-uN SKAISHVILI pefledt that IVAH SHAISHVILI Is the head 
of a Soviet espionage apparatus operating out of Geneva, Switzerland 
and that this apparatus is using the Georgian Delegation to the 
International Rod Cross as a cover*

NIKOLAUS GEOr GIEVICH BAhATOPP stated that* in addition 
to GAEL DULKEITH and HDIA KIKODSfi* there are two other men end two 
other Women* who are member a of hia "Intelligence unit"* He said 
that these persons have obtained and are continuing to obtain informa- 
tion regarding Soviet Intelligence operations in Europe* BAftAlOFlv 
however* refused to identify further these persons or reveal what 
information he has obtained from them* He did state* however* that 
these persons did furnish him with authenfclo offiolal documents which 
indicated some of the activities of a Soviet Intelligence apparatus 
operating In aurope. 
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BABATOFr subsequently advised the t sane of the 
documents, furnished hln by NINA KIKODSE, which contain Soviet 
Intelligence Information* ope now being kept by a male member in 
his "tntolllgeooe unit % who reslues In Germany near the Swids 
Border. BAhATOEr- de dined to reveal this Individual's identity, 
but claims that the most Important doouments are kept by this 
individual* 

BARAWFF olalms that be hue obtained information 
and doenments from otter persona outside of his "intelligence 
unit" concerning Soviet intelligence operations in Europe end other 
countries* but did not wish to furthor identify these persons at 
this time or elaborate on the information furnished by them* 

E. INFOhKA'i ION BEGABDINQ 1HL DOCUMENTS BARATOE V CLAIMS HE HAS 
'10 SUBSTANTIATE HIS ALLhQATIONS 

NIKOLAUS GE0ftGIEVI0H BAM TOFF stated that ell of the 
information furnished by him regarding IVAN SHAISHVILI* MIKHAEL 
NADIJ* E. KNOKLGHAUPT, MICHAEL ALSHZBAHA* MIKHAIL EORAKIN, BARON 
GEORGES NIKOLAEVICH VRANOEL, LEONID VA BILIE-DA SHKOV and their 
respeotlve Soviet intelligence apparatus can be aubstoatlated by 
doouments which he had obtained .from NINA KIEQDSB, .gAHL DOLKEITH 
and the other members of his "Into lllgonoe unit?* BAfiA TOOT stated 
all of the documents furnished to him by the members of hie "intelll- t 
genoe unit” are hidden In Hamburg* Germany and in other cities in 
Germany * He said that some of the doouments he has hidden in 
Germany* which were obtained by NIKA UKODSB* contain the nsasc* 
number and country of aealgnment of all Soviet agentfi operating 
under IVAN SHAISHVILI throughout the world* He said that among 
the doouments furnished to him are charts* diagrams end official 
directives issued to IV<«N SHAISHVILI by the IKVD. He said that ) 

some of the documents furnished to him contain not only the name 
and country of assignment of these Soviet agents* but also oontmin • 

u description anc purpose pf eaoh agent* a mission. BARA TO FP 
claims that some of the documents furnished him by NINA KIKODSE, 
which be claims were obtained from tsltSUAhL KADIJ or IVAN SHAISHVILI* 
contain a oomplete detailed outline of what the Soviet lntelllgenoe 
service hopes to accomplish within the next five years. 
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B&RATQPF stated that the majority of the information 
contained In these documents oover the period from 1945 ho 1951* 
although he did obtain so me documents regarding Soviet Intelligence 
operations In Europe as early ua 1943* BAhAl’OH? stated that the 
doouments obtained by the members of his "Intelligence unit"* .which 
he has hidden In Germany* ere offlolal documents and only a small 
number of these doouments vers prepared by himself or ths members 
of his "intelligence unit"* 

B&RATOFF stated that he did not bring these documents 
with him when he Immigrated to the United States In August* 1951 
because he was advised by officials of ths International hefuge 
Organisation that ha would not be permitted to bring any oocuaants 
Into the United States* BOBAVOiV did state* however* that some 
of the doouments are currently being kept by CARL 0ULKSI3H In . 
Hamburg* Germany* and that other documents are being kept by other i 
persons of his "Intelligence unit"*. || 

BAhAlOFF stated that when ha err trad In the United {■ 

States be anticipated writing to OaW. DULKEI2H and tbe other II 
members of his "intelligence unit” end request them to send the 
above doouments to him* However* be stated that he abandoned this • 
idee because of the risk involved* He sold that bcemase CARL 
UULKUITH and ths other four numbers of his "intelligence unit” 
are still operating In Germany* he desires to be sent to Germany 
to obtain Che above-mentioned doouments* in order that he may 
furnlBh them to the appropriate United States Government Intelli- 
gence Agency, lie said that he alto desires to go to Germany for 
ths purpose of recontacting tbs mesfcera of his "intelligence unit" 
for any current Information they may have regarding Soviet Intelli- 
gence operations In Europe* 

BAhATOFF said that if he is sent to Germany to obtain 
the above documents he would than turn over the members of his 
"Intelligence unit” to any United States Government Intelligence 
Agenoy designated* In order that his "intelligence unit" may con- 
tinue with their work and that he would then return to the United 
States* BAfiAl'OFF stated that his sole purpose In desiring to go 
to Germany Is to obtain tha doouments be has hidden there end to 
turn over the members of his "Intelllgenoe unit" to the United 
States Go emroent officials In Germany* _ 
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BABA TOFF stated that he does not desire on; compen- 
sation for turning over the members oC hie "intelligence unit" 
to any designated United States Go/ernm®nt Intelligence Agency 
nor does he desire any compensation for the documents he will 
furnish* which will substantiate his allegations* however* 
BAhATUFF stated that if be is sent to Geraany to recover his 
hidden documents* it would be aeoesseny that ha be provided >)lth 
travel expenses to Germany* as well as travel expenses for his 
return to the United States* and also two weeks living and 
travelling expenses while in Oeroany* 
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
